sewage Downtown Halifax 
food operators are turning 
up their noses at Halifax 
Regional Municipality 
Mayor Peter Kelly. 

Luc Erjavec, vice- 
president of the Atlantic 
Canadian Restaurant and 
Food Services Association, 
addressed an open letter 
to Kelly yesterday express¬ 
ing the industry’s 
concerns with the 
“stench” in downtown 
Halifax over the failed Hal¬ 
ifax sewage treatment 
plant, which has been out 
of commission since Jan. 
14. 

“It’s been too little, too 
late,” Erjavec told Metro 
yesterday. “We’ve been 
waiting too long for 
answers, and too long for 
action to be taken.” 

Erjavec wrote in the 
open letter that businesses 
rely on waterfront traffic 
in the summer months, 
and customers are 
complaining about the 
“stench” both inside and 
outside of restaurants. 
Some customers are even 
refusing to sit on patio ar¬ 
eas, he wrote. 

“Many operators believe 
the public awareness of 
raw sewage pouring into 
the harbour on lower Wa¬ 
ter Street is also keeping 
many local and regional 
customers away form the 
waterfront area,” the 
letter said.

Woman 

charged 

Accused in fatal crash case 
to undergo psychiatric testing 


A 54-year-old woman fac¬ 
ing a multitude of serious 
charges including 
manslaughter in relation 
to a fatal motor vehicle ac¬ 
cident last week in Cole 
Harbour sobbed loudly 
and clutched her chest reg¬ 
ularly as she made her 
way to and from an 
appearance at Dartmouth 
provincial court 
yesterday. 

Halifax RCMP 
arrested Bever¬ 
lee Russell, 54, 
of Cole Harbour, 

Monday night 
after being re¬ 
leased from the 
QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre. 

She was im¬ 
mediately taken 
into custody where eight 
charges were laid — 
manslaughter, three counts 
of criminal negligence caus¬ 
ing bodily harm, three 
counts of impaired opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle caus¬ 
ing bodily harm and failing 
to remain at the scene of an 
accident. 

Russell is alleged to have 
left the scene of one colli¬ 
sion on Aug. 3, and then 
caused a second one nearby 
at the intersection of Cole 
Harbour Road and Forest 
Hills Parkway. The second 
crash involved several vehi¬ 


cles and killed 57-year-old 
Gaiy Erroll Pfinder of Cole 
Harbour, a retired Dart¬ 
mouth high school teacher. 
Police allege alcohol played 
a factor in both crashes. 

As she was taken into 
court yesterday by sheriffs, 
Russell was in a wheelchair 
and could be heard com¬ 
plaining regularly about her 
alleged in¬ 
juries and 
health prob¬ 
lems. She 
was the 
same way 
outside as 
she was tak¬ 
en to-and- 
from the 
sheriffs van 
and into the 
court’s 

holding cells. On her way 
into the courtroom, Russell 
was grimacing and looked 
to be reaching out to who 
are believed to be her two 
daughters, both of whom 
fought back tears. 

Inside court, the judge or¬ 
dered Russell to undergo a 
psychiatric assessment to 
determine if she is mentally 
fit to stand trial. Russell has 
a long history of mental ill¬ 
ness, the court heard. 

She is scheduled to return 
to court Sept. 11 to deter¬ 
mine her mental fitness.

clad men — which they 
now say could be five — 
followed a 19-year-old fe¬ 
male employee and her 
friend all the way to 
Porters Lake after she 
closed for the night at the 
alley just after midnight. 

The men then allegedly 
jumped out of their car 
and forced the girls to drive 
back to the bowling alley 


and turn off the security 
alarm. The men placed the 
girls’ heads in bags and 
held guns to their heads 
while discussing shooting 
them, Beazley owner A1 Pe¬ 
ters told Metro after the in¬ 
cident happened. An undis¬ 
closed amount of money 
was stolen from the alley. 

Yesterday morning po¬ 
lice arrested one suspect on 


Simmonds Road in North 
Preston. 

By the afternoon three 
other men had turned 
themselves into police. At 4 
p.m. a 17-year-old youth 
was also arrested on Alex 
Lane in North Preston. 

“It’s been an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation since the rob¬ 
beiy took place in May,” 
said RCMP spokesman Cpl. 


Joe Taplin. “So we had offi¬ 
cers from the integrated 
team that were dedicated 
to this investigation. 
Through information they 
kept receiving and investi¬ 
gation of tips lead to the ar¬ 
rests of these five individu¬ 
als.”

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System failed Hyde: Doctor 

Physician saysTasered man should never have left the hospital

Dr. Stephen Curry told the 
fatality inquiry into the 
death of Howard Hyde yes¬ 
terday he believed the sys¬ 
tem failed the 45-year-old. 

The doctor testified he 
chose not to involuntarily 
commit the mentally ill 
man to the QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre after he was 


Tasered by Halifax Regional 
Police because he thought 
Hyde would see a 
forensic psychiatrist 
before an arraign¬ 
ment at court the 
next morning. That 
did not happen. 

“Knowing what I 
know now, he should 
not have left the hos- Howard 
pital,” Curry told the 
inquiry. 

Just hours after Hyde’s 



struggle with police, Curry 
treated the schizophrenic 
man, who had been 
off his medication. 
Hyde was Tasered in 
a police booking of¬ 
fice November of 
2007 and died in jail 
30 hours later. 

When Hyde ar¬ 
rived to the hospital 
at 3 a.m., the doctor 
said, the emergency room 
was busier than usual. He 


Hyde 


also said the nurses he re¬ 
lied on to monitor his pa¬ 
tients were understaffed. 

At the time, the doctor 
said he felt Hyde had expe¬ 
rienced a “metabolic event” 
rather than a “cardiac 
event,” which would have 
indicated a problem with 
his heart. 

With his hands in cuffs, 
Hyde sat comfortably on a 
bed in the emergency room 
while the doctor examined 


him for five to 10 minutes, 
looking for head injuries 
and other serious problems. 
During the examination, 
Hyde tried to ldclc Curry, 
the court heard. 

Curry treated Hyde with 
medication to calm him 
down. When the doctor 
“peeked in” twice more, he 
said Hyde “appeared to be 
improving.” So he allowed 
Hyde to leave hospital in 
handcuffs. 


Council rejects plan to charge blind bus riders

transit Blind passengers 
will continue to ride Metro 
Transit for free after Hali¬ 
fax Regional Council reject¬ 
ed a plan to take away free 
bus passes for the visually 
impaired. 

For decades members of 
the Canadian National In¬ 
stitute for the Blind have 
been able to ride the bus 
for free. But recently Metro 
Transit planned to revoke 
the free passes because it 
was seen as being unfair to 
people with other disabili¬ 
ties. 

That plan needed to be 
approved by council, but 
they voted unanimously to 
continue the free pass pro¬ 
gram yesterday. In fact, in 
front of dozens of visually 
impaired people sitting in 
council chambers, council 
voted to expand the passes 
without debating the issue. 

That angered Portland- 
East Woodlawn Coun. Bill 
Karsten, who said he had 


important questions he 
wanted to ask but didn’t 
get a chance to because 
council was afraid to dis¬ 
cuss the motion. But after 
the vote many in the 
crowd began yelling 
“thank you.” 

“I’m glad that city coun¬ 
cil was unanimous and so 
quick about it,” said Dun¬ 
can Williams, executive di¬ 
rector of CNIB Maritimes. 


“Our clients have not got 
equal access to the service 
that they’re being asked to 
pay for. So until that hap¬ 
pens it’s not reasonable to 
ask for them to pay for 
service that’s not nearly as 
accessible as it should be.” 

In other council news 
yesterday, municipal offi¬ 
cials announced they are 
working on a plan to fight 
the smell from the broken 


harbour solutions plant but 
it likely won’t be in place 
until the end of summer. 

Officials are planning to 
divert wastewater flow 
through an existing pipe 
that lets out approximately 
one kilometre into Halifax 
Harbour. Many of the parts 
required to do this have 
been ordered but will not 
arrive until the end of Au¬ 
gust.

Owner Heidi Hallet could¬ 
n't hold back the tears in 
the office of Frog Hollow 
yesterday. 

After 25 years in business, 
the independent Halifax 
bookstore will be closing its 
doors on Aug. 22. The store 
made the announcement 
yesterday. 

“It has been by far the 
most rewarding job I have 
ever had,” Hallet said after 
saying how much she will 
miss her faithful customers. 

The door chimes were jin¬ 
gling yesterday as faithful 
customers poured into the 
store after hearing the 
news. 

But the store’s devoted 
customers weren’t enough 
to compete with online 
book sellers, big box stores, 
discount retailers and gro¬ 
cery stores. 

Hallet, the bookstore’s 
owner for the past three 
and a half years, said her 
rent has been continuously 
rising, and her sales have 
dropped in half over the 
past six years. 

Frog Hollow moved from 
Park Lane mall to nearby 
Brenton Street in June. 

Hallet said there was a no¬ 
ticeable increase in traffic 


and sales, but not enough to 
keep the store open. 

She said they were almost 
shut down in Februaiy. 

“They were going to lock 
us out if we couldn’t cough 
up two months’ rent,” she 
said. 

“So we sent the call out to 
the public that we were in 
trouble and customers 
came to our rescue.” 

After catching the news 


on the radio, Cathy 
Karpenko, an occasional 
customer of Frog Hollow, 
rushed over to pay her re¬ 
spects to the closing book 
store. 

“I hate that small book¬ 
stores are closing,” 
Karpenko said after picking 
up a book marked 40 per 
cent off. 

“These stores expose writ¬ 
ers that do not normally re¬ 


ceive exposure.” 

Hallet said the future of 
independent bookstores is 

foggy. 

“Independent bookstores 
are an endangered species,” 
she said. 

“People need to start real¬ 
izing the value of local inde¬ 
pendent business and the 
choice that they’re going to 
miss out on when they’re 
gone.” 


Halifax housing starts decline 20% year-over-year 


economy The housing 
market in Halifax is com¬ 
ing off a not-so-rosey July 
according to the Canadian 
Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation’s preliminary 
data released yesterday. 

The results show there 
were 177 total housing 


starts last month, com¬ 
pared with 284 for July of 
2008. 

There were 107 single- 
detached units started in 
July, down 20 per cent 
from a year ago. 

Multiple starts also de¬ 
clined, from 150 in July of 


2008 to just 70 
last month. 

Across the coun¬ 
try, total housing 
starts in July were 
down 32 per cent, 
from 15,456 units 
to 10,570.

New program provides 
caregivers some cash relief 


allowance Low-income 
residents are now eligible 
for up to a $400 caregiver 
allowance under a new fi¬ 
nancial assistance program 
announced by the 
province yesterday. 

A government release 
said both caregivers and 
the person requiring care 
must meet certain require¬ 
ments to be eligible for the 
allowance program. 

To qualify, the caregiver 
and care recipient both 
must be at least 19 years of 
age, a Nova Scotia resident 
and have a valid Nova Sco¬ 


tia health card number. 
The caregiver also must 
provide 20 or more hours 
of assistance per week to 
the care recipient. 

The care recipient must 
also receive a home care 
assessment, and have an 
income review done. 

To qualify for the al¬ 
lowance program a care re¬ 
cipient who is single or 
widowed can have a net in¬ 
come of up to $18,785. 

A married care recipient 
can have an annual net 
household income of up to

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French embassy worker out of jail in Iran 

A staffer of the French embassy in Tehran, on trial for spying, has been released from jail — 
although she is still being prosecuted, President Nicolas Sarkozy's office said yesterday. Reuters 
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Teen charged 
in school plot 


State prosecutors in 
Germany have charged a 
16-year-old schoolgirl with 
attempted murder for 
planning to burn her class¬ 
mates alive this year. 

The teenager from the 
western town of Sanlct Au¬ 
gustin is accused of hatch¬ 
ing a plan to lock pupils in 
their classrooms at her 
school and set fire to the 
building with gas bombs, 
prosecutors in Bonn said 
yesterday. 

“The accused has made a 
comprehensive confession,” 
prosecutors said in a state¬ 
ment. “According to her 
own statements and the in¬ 
vestigation, she appears to 
have had a huge problem 
with fellow pupils, teachers 
and her parents.” 


If found guilty of attempt¬ 
ed murder, as well as 
charges of causing grievous 
bodily harm, planning an 
explosion and breaking gun 
laws, she faces a youth cus¬ 
todial sentence of up to 10 
years. 

On May 11, the girl en¬ 
tered the school armed 
with the gas bombs, a start¬ 
ing pistol and a short sword 
with which she planned 
stab a teacher in order to 
steal the classroom keys, 
prosecutors said. 

However, the plan failed 
when another schoolgirl 
stumbled upon her in the 
toilets as she donned a 
mask. The accused wound¬ 
ed the 17-year-old with the 
sword but a teacher inter¬ 
vened to rescue her. reuters 


Sentence draws 
condemnation 

myanmar U.S. President 
Barack Obama condemned 
Myanmar yesterday for 
convicting and sentencing 
opposition leader Aung San 
Suu Kyi and called for her 
“immediate unconditional 
release.” A court sentenced 
Suu Kyi to 18 months in de¬ 
tention, a verdict that will 
keep her off the political 
stage ahead of next year’s 
elections. The court handed 
down a three-year prison 
term for violation of an in¬ 
ternal security law, but it 
was immediately halved on 
the orders of the military 
government, which said 
the 64-year-old Nobel peace 
laureate could serve the 
time in her home. The U.S. 
State Department called 
the charges against Suu Kyi 
“spurious” and President 
Barack Obama said the con¬ 
viction violates universal 
principles of human rights.

Bankruptcies 
up 51% in June 


CTV asks Ottawa to again 
regulate cable, satellite bills 


Canadian bankruptcies 
rose 51*6 per cent in June 
compared to a year earlier 
as more consumers were 
unable to pay debts, but 
business bankruptcies 
rose only modestly 
despite the recession, a 
government report 
showed. 

The number of con¬ 
sumer bankruptcies in 
June rose 54.3 per cent to 
10,823 from June 2008, 
while business bankrupt¬ 
cies rose 10.8 per cent to 
515, the Office of the Su¬ 
perintendent of Bankrupt¬ 
cy Canada said in a report. 

“The sharp jump in con¬ 
sumer bankruptcies is not 
too surprising given we’re 
coming off a recession, and 
it’s probably a lagged re¬ 
sponse to the massive job

A free helicopter ride over 
the Grand Canyon might 
sound like the highlight of 
a memorable summer 
vacation.

James (Bam-Bam) 

Bamford has been burned 
alive, bashed with 
furniture and thrown out 
of high places thousands 
of times. 

The 42-year-old stunt¬ 
man, stunt coordinator and 
president of Stunts Canada 
has performed and man¬ 
aged stunts for more than a 
hundred movies and TV 
shows like Get Carter, 
Blade Trinity, Battlestar 
Galactica and Stargate At¬ 
lantis. If you saw the trailer 
for the recent movie 
Watchmen, that was Bam¬ 
ford getting kneed in the 
chest by Night Owl in a 
prison fight scene. 

Bamford was a juvenile 
corrections officer and 
taught martial arts before 
getting into his start in 
stunts about 17 years ago. A 
stunt coordinator called 
him looking for a stunt 
double who could do mar¬ 
tial arts for the TV show Co¬ 
bra and tall, trim Bamford 
fit the bill perfectly. The di¬ 
rector nicknamed him 
Bam-Bam that first day on 
set and the name has stuck 
with Bamford since. Bam¬ 
ford doubled for David 
Duchovny for most of The 
X-Files’ entire run and was 
primary stunt coordinator 
on the recently ended se¬ 
ries Stargate Atlantis. 

Throughout his stunt ca¬ 
reer Bamford has worked 
with dozens of action stars 
like Sylvester Stallone, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and Vin Diesel. Gwyneth 
Paltrow smashed him over 
the head with a stool in the 
film Duets and he has been 
light on fire, thrown off 
cliffs and hurled through 
windows more times that 
he could ever count. While 
some people probably 
think that all sounds like a 
barrel of fun — and Bam¬ 
ford insists that it certainly 
is — doing stunts correctly 


and safely is much harder 
than it looks. 

“People see the easy days 
and think, ‘I could do that.’ 
They don’t see the days you 
break your arm,” Bamford 
said. 

“It takes an incredible 
amount of concentration 
and an incredible amount 
of athletic ability to per¬ 
form a stunt correctly. Just 
to jump off a building you 
have to train your brain to 
allow you to do it. A stunt¬ 
man is not a daredevil,” he

Personally, I’ve always 
been partial to the burnt 
orange shade of Sunset 
Pearlescent, particularly 
handsome on this car. But 
almost any colour seems 
to compliment the play of 
light along the curvaceous 
lines and flanks of this 
fourth generation Eclipse. 

For 2009, the front and 
rear bumper fascias have 
had a facelift. The aggressive 
front end adopts the gaping 
grille ‘jet fighter intake’ de¬ 
sign cue from the popular 
Lancer Evolution, a look 
that is spreading across the 
Mitsubishi lineup. 

There are two model 
choices within the Eclipse

sion. We’ll leave the 
Eclipse Spyder convert¬ 
ibles for another story. 

Under the hood, the base 
Eclipse GS starts things off 
with the standard 2.4-litre, 
16-valve, SOHC four-cylin¬ 
der engine equipped with 
Mitsubishi Innovative Valve 
timing and lift Electronic 
Control (MIVEC) technolo¬ 
gy, making 162 hp at 6000 
rpm and 162 lb/ft of torque 
at 4000 rpm. This engine is 
unexciting but fairly frugal, 
rated at 10.5/7.3L/1001cm 
(city/hwy)(manual). 

As tested here, the GT-P’s 
six-cylinder engine, also en¬ 
hanced by the MIVEC sys¬ 
tem, ups the power ante 


significantly, adding over a 
hundred more horses with 
a corresponding increase in 
torque. Officially, the 3.8- 
litre, 24 valve, SOHC V6 
harnesses 265 hp at 5750 
rpm and 262 lb/ft of torque 
at 4500 rpm. Fuel economy 
is rated at 13.1/8.0L/100km 
(city/hwy)(manual). 

This was a fun engine to 
row through the gears, 
powerful and responsive. 

Inside, the Eclipse Coupe 
is comfortable for two. 

The one-piece highbaclc 
front buckets feature open 
headrests for a sporty look 
and enhanced rear visibility 
and were inspired by Mit¬ 
subishi rally cars. 


Although officially rated 
as a four-seater, the rear 
seat in the Eclipse, as is the 
case in most 2+2 s, is an af¬ 
terthought, suitable only 
for occasional torture and 
more usually used as a re¬ 
ceptacle for briefcases, purs¬ 
es and other odds and ends.

Men on a mission

Quentin Tarantino’s latest 
pop art extravaganza, In- 
glourious Basterds, once 
again resurrects a former¬ 
ly popular genre. 

Having previously dab¬ 
bled in the heist film, 
blaclcsploitation cinema, 
the chopsocky epic, and 
grindhouse horror, Taranti¬ 
no has now turned his at¬ 
tention to a specific subset 
of war movies: The men- 
on-a-mission tale. 

These films typically in¬ 
volve following a group of 
walking piles of testos¬ 
terone on a seemingly im¬ 
possible mission. Tarantino 
has assembled a colorful 
cast of characters, lead by 
Brad Pitt, who make it their 
goal to inflict as much pain 


on Adolph Hitler’s Nazis as 
possible during the Second 
World War. 

As always, his film is 
steeped in movies of the 
past. Here are a few exam¬ 
ples of the best men-on-a- 
mission movies that pre¬ 
ceded Inglourious Basterds. 

The Dirty Dozen: The 
granddaddy of all men-on- 
a-mission tales refines the 
genre to its most basic 
components. We see a 
group of badass actors as¬ 
sembled for a special mis¬ 
sion, watch them train, 
fight, and bond with each 
other, and then see the 
gang head into the big 
game for a massive and 
gloriously violent climax. 

The cast is stocked exclu¬ 
sively with guys’ guys like 
Lee Marvin, Charles Bron¬ 
son, John Cassavetes, and 
football great Jim Brown. 


Even at an epic 150 min¬ 
utes, this is a streamlined 
action feast made to appeal 
to the audience’s base ma¬ 
cho instincts. The movie 
has become a cable classic 
for a reason: It elicits the 
same hoot-and-holler re¬ 
sponse from the target audi¬ 
ence as a football game. 

The Big Red One: 
Writer/director Sam Fuller 
made a career out of ag¬ 
gression and sensational¬ 
ism, but didn’t create the 
most personal and ar¬ 
guably best film of his ca¬ 
reer until his ’70s. The Big 
Red One once again puts 
Lee Marvin in command of 
a group soldiers during the 
Second World War, but 
this time Fuller mixes de¬ 
pressing wartime realism 
with the over-the-top the¬ 
atrics (including the finest 
cinematic depiction of D- 


day until Spielberg went to 
Normandy). 

Available in a sadly trun¬ 
cated theatrical cut and an 
overlong, but more satisfy¬ 
ing director’s cut, this is one 
of the most unsentimental 
war movies out there. 

The Inglorious Bastards: 
Tarantino stole the title and 
atmosphere from 
this ridiculous Ital¬ 
ian exploitation 
flick from the 
’70s, but little 
else. The movie 
is about a group 
of American sol¬ 
diers being sent home for 
various crimes (including 
murder), whose transport 
gets attacked by Nazis, forc¬ 
ing them to fight there way 
through Germany to make 
it to Switzerland and free¬ 
dom. 

It’s absurdly violent and

over-the-top, but 
that’s just part of 
the fun. Starring ’70s 
exploitation icon Fred 
Williamson, this is a lost 
trash classic. 

Saving Private Ryan: 
Though Steven Spielberg’s 
trademark sentimentalism 
and humanism might keep 
most audiences from recog¬ 
nizing it as being part of the 
genre, this is a men-on-a- 


mission film through and 
through. The movie has all 
the action and macho one- 
upmanship that defines the 
genre, it’s just presented in 
a more realistic and Oscar 
friendly package. 

Take off the unnecessary 
wrap around plot at a mili¬ 
tary graveyard and this is 
one of the purest and most 
entertaining men-on-a- 
mission movies ever made.
